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Toleration 

There  i«  no  frerdom  in  the  world  which 
may  be  enjoyed  without  also  being  conceded. 
Freedom  of  the  person  means  the  freedom 
of  every  person  within  the  law.  f reedom 
of  speech  jnd  of  the  mind  imply  the  right  of 
each  one  to  say  his  piece.  Freedom  of  wor- 
ship must  be  freedom  for  all  to  worship  ac- 
cording to  their  own  creeds  Of  all  mtoler 
antes  in  the  world  bigotry,  is  the  worst,  be- 
cau/e  it  masquerades  under  the  guise  of  re 
iigion  and  debauches  that  love  which  was 
divine  precept.  No  cause  is  advanced  by  in- 
tolerance. 

Toleration  is  the  commonest  need  of  the 
times.  Not  only  between  ration  and  nation, 
but  also  between  individual  and  individual 
rhere  is  need  of  understanding,  forbearance 
and  good  will.  Toleration  concedes  to  others 
those  freedoms  which  it  claims  for  itself. 
Probably  no  two  human  beings  were  ever 
made  precisely  alike.  Their  divergences  in 
body,  mind  and  heart  run  the  whole  gamut 
of  human  experience.  To  let  live  is  quire  as 
important  as  to  lisr  Nor  can  anv  human 
bring  be  made  over  to  suit  the  dictates  of 
another. 

Human  relations  in  their  countless  facets 
of  daily  life,  calL  for  a working  knowledge 
of  human  nature  Where  that  is  present, 
toleration  will  most  likely  be  found  It  is 
the  extremist  who  demands  that  everything 
conform  to  his  standard  It  is  the  bigot  who 
will  suffer  no  creed  but  his  own  Toleration, 
however,  of  itself  is  not  enough  rhere  is 
active  need  also  to  understand  those  with 
whom  we  may  he  thrown  in  contact,  and  to 
hear  toward  them  good  will  and  not  ill. 
*1  hat  is  no  more  than  each  one  asks  for  him- 
self 

After  a world  war  it'  takes  a little  while 
fnr  global  passions  to  subside.

Naval  Occasion 


There  will  he  much  interest  in  naval  circles, 
and  therefore  in  Victoria  generally,  in  the 
recommissioning  to  be  held  here  on  Tuesday 
of  Canada's  newest  cruiser.  H M C S On- 
tario. She  is  a big  ship,  by  our  standards. 
This  country  cannot  afford  the  largest  type 
naval  vessel  common  to  Great  Britain  or  the 
United  States,  but  the  Ontario  would  be  no 
mran  addition  to  any  fleet  As  cruisers  go 
the  Ontario  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
modern  afloar,  heavily  armed  and  with  (he 
latest  operational  devices  Her  complement 
of  600  officers  and  men  puts  her  in  the  major 
class. 

As  befits  a force  which  created  an  enviable 
record  for  itself  during  the  war  current  plans 
provide  fnr  a more  imposing  navy  for  Can- 
ada than  existed  before  the  war  By  com- 
parison the  R.C  N.  ships  of  1919  were 
pygmiei  alongside  the  Ontario.  That  it  as 
it  should  he.  The  transition  to  greater  status 
smong  the  nations  of  the  world  which  re- 
sulted from  this  country's  fine  war  effort  and 
expansion  of  resources,  both  human  and 
material,  called  for  this  to  be  reflected  in  an 
increase  in  normal  defensive  strength.  In 
the  judgment  of  tome  observers  much  more 
could  be  done  in  this  direction. 

I here  will  he  regret,  for  example  that  as 
the  Ontario  it  recommissioned  H M C S. 
Uganda  goes  out  of  active  service  into  re- 
eervr.  and  probably  nowhere  more  deeply  felt 
than  in  rhe  ranks  of  the  R C N itself  T he 
sister  ship  which  preceded  the  Ontario  had 
already  made  its  mark  in  naval  records, 
brief  though  its  seagoing  career  has  proved 
to  be.  1 he  original  policy  of  having  both 
ships  afloat  on  service  at  the  same  time  might 
well  have  been  retained  for  the  benefit  of  the 
service  and  of  the  country  at  large. 

As  it  is.  however,  the  ceremony  noting 
the  entrance  into  active  service  of  H.M  CS 
Ontario  will  be  a naval  occasion  of  decided 
interest  in  this  area  She  will  carry  on  her 
training  rruues  many  men  from  Victoria  and 
Vancouver  Island,  which  alone  would  ensure 
that  she  will  also  bear  good  wishes  frOm  a 
community  well  informed  at  to  the  value  of 
an  efficient. and  sizable  peacetime  naval  force.

Thirty  yean  ago  when  forest  blazes  started 
in  British  Columbia  woods  they  were  often 
left  to  burn  themselves  out.  For  two  months 
in  the  Summer.  July  and  August,  a pall  of 
dense  smoke  would  hang  over  Vancouver 
Island,  or  blow  across  the  Strait  of  Juan  dc 
Fuca  to  the  American  side.  At  times  the 
smoke  drifted  the  other  way,  Washington 
and  Oregon  would  cloud  our  weather.  Hap- 
pily. those  days  have  passed.  Today  fire 
protection  in  the  forest  is  the  settled  way. 
and  its  chief  support  rests  in  public  co- 
operation. 

Most  British  Columbians  arc  good  woods- 
men. They  will  not  light  fires  carelessly, 
nor  leave  them  untended.  They  know  that 
lightning  and  other  natural  causes  will  set 
quite  a lew  fires  every  season.  I hey  under- 
stand rhe  reason  for  forest  “closures,”  and 
co-operate  in  that  There  is  always  the  ex- 
ception to  a rule.  Carelessness  in  British 
Columbia  woods  still  persists,  and  it  is  the 
public  that  carries  it  there. 

July  u the  peak  month  of  forest  fire*  in 
the  Coast  province.  The  bush  alternately 
dries  out  and  dampens  as  the  weather  swings 
in  its  mid-Summer  fluctuations.  I he  hot 
spells  come  quickly,  and  inside  of  a few 
hours  the  bush  may  be  tinder-dry.  That  is 
the  time  when  forest  rangers  have  trouble. 
Lookout  observers  all  over  the  province 
watch  anxiously  for  the  first  wisp  of  blue 
smoke  in  a forest  sund.  If  that  cannot  be 
pounced  upon  almost  at  once,  a large  and 
often  damaging  fire  may  result.

Jul>  11  < NANA 
ElyUig  discs”  have  no  connecUoii 
with  any  secret  weapons  now  twine 
developed  by  tfve  army  or  navy,  ac- 
cording to  some  of  this  country's 
| leading  physicists,  who  are  almost 
i certainly  familiar  with  at  least  the 
general  details  of  every  major  mill- 
er scientific  project  now  undei 


It  would  be  almost  Impossible  for 
either  thaanny  or  navy  to  carry  on 
Investigations  requiring  advanced 
uppllcatlou  of  physical  data  without 
some  hint  of  Its  nature  coming  »o 
those  men— and  they  protest  then 
Ignorance  with  every  evidence  of 
- Incerlty. 


This  is  true,  for  example,  of  Dr 
Vancvar  Bush,  president  of  the  Car* 
negie  Institution  of  Washington, 
who  was  In  general  charge  of  al)  the 
nation's  scientific  developments  dur 
Ing  the  war  with  the  exception  of 
Ute  atomic  bomb  He  has  no  idea,  he 
says,  of  the  meaning  of  these  “fly- 
ing saucers  " The  reported  objects 
have  no  place  In  any  physical  re- 
search. secret  or  otherwise,  with 
which  he  Is  familiar 
The  same  view  L*  held  by  Dr. 
Merle  Tuve.  director  of  the  Carne- 
gie Institution's  departmmt  of  ter- 


restrial magnetism.  The  proximity 
fuse  was  developed  during  the  war 
under  Tuva's  direction.  He  also 
played  a considerable  part  lu  the 
development  of  the  ram -Jet  plane 
Tuve  believe*  he  would  know  of 
anything  under  way  which  would 
Involvr  “flying  dlshpans  " He  ha.- 
no  explanation. 

Both  Rush  and  Tuve  believe  thr 
discs  are  visual  Illusions  of  some 
sort. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  and  the  United 
States  Burrau  of  Standards. 

Admittedly,  these  men  mighl  i>. 


be  familiar  with  detail*,  but  they 
would  have  a gem-ial  idru  ot  any 
major  development*  They  might, 
of  course,  be  h-kl  by  such  strict 
rules  of  secrecy  that  they  could  not 
drop  the  slightest  hint  of  what  they 
may  know. 

Both  Bush  and  Tuve  insist  that 
i his  Is  not  so  however.  Thrv  may 
be  sharers  of  wohd-shaking  secret* 
-but  anything  to  do  with  flying 
discs  Is  not  among  them.
